If it be a Proof of a perſecuting Temper be- 
cauſe a Man's Books are anſwer'd, and his No- 
tions condemned, Sir Ric hand may as well ſay, 
that he cannot enjoy his Anightbood in quiet, be- 
cauſe he is oppoſed in Print by People who dif- 
fer from him in Opinion. I proceed to ſome o- 
ther particulars in this ſo much celebrated De- 
dication. He ſays to the Pope, & We have the 
« ſame Definitive Authority, which Tou have, 
4 without the Reproach of depretiating the Word 
of God; the People all the while being fully 
« ſatisfied, that we allow the Seripture to be their 
« Rule, and to lie open to them all. And we do 
indeed in Words, preſerve all Authority to the 
« Scripture , but with great Dexterity, we ſub-

It is true, that the Doctrine of the Power and 
Authority of the Prieſt. hood has been carried by 
a warm Man or Two to an extraordinary height, 
but never, as I could read, fo high as our Author 
has placed it, and therefore I could wiſh that he 
had pointed out the Author who has run that 
extravagant length. But ſuppofing there be one 
Man among us who mantains this Poſition, how: 
comes the whole Church to be ſcandalized for his 
ſake, and that aſſerted in the general (reſerving 
a cautious Exception for his own Friends) which 
is true only of one particular? If a Man were! to 
enumerate the peculiar Whims and Notions: of 
every private Perſon, he might make a-large 
Collection of idle Extravagancies, but it would 
be very injurious to accuſe the Nation in general 
of Madneſs on ſuch an Account.
